Mrs. Jones, Mr. Bunn, his 
son, Mrs. Colquitt, three unm arried 
daughters and his daughter, Mrs. Mar­ 
shall of Chicago, and the senator's pri­ 
vate secretary. 
As the end approached the senator's 
breathing became very heavy, b ut he 
relapsed into unconsciousness and suf­ 
fered no pain.

W a s h in g t o n , March 2 7 .— Air.** Bland 
consulted w ith his silver associates of 
the house yesterday as to the chance 
of passing the seigniorage bill over a 
veto. 
He found most of the men who 
had voted for the bill ready to indorse 
it again, even against a veto. 
The 
vote on the passage of the bill was: 
Yeas 168, nays 129 and not voting 56. 
This yea vote is believed to represent 
almost the full strength of the bill. To 
pass the measure over a veto would re­ 
quire 325 yea votes in a full vote. 
But 
as a full house is never to be ex­ 
pected the 297 present a t the last vote 
is counted on as about the number 
who would vote on the veto question. 
W ith such a membership a tw o-thirds 
vote necessary to overturn the veto 
would be 198, or thirty more than Mr. 
Bland could command on the passage 
of his 
bill.

from the

passage of the bill, as the original 
negative vote could be relied upon to 
sustain the veto. 
It is conceded by

Senator Pugh of Alabama expresses 
the opinion th a t the President wonld 
send in a veto of the Bland bill, ac­ 
companied by a message explaining his 
objections to the bill. which would be 
based on the second section, and say- 
ing in effect th a t if a bill could be 
passed devoid of the am biguity of the 
bill now before him, and providing 
simply for the coinage of the silver 
seigniorage, it would receive his ap­ 
proval.

W a s h in g t o n , March 2 7 .—Secretary 
Hoke Smith affirmed the decision of 
the commissioner of the general land 
office in the case of the appeal of the 
state of Illinois by Isaac R. Hitt, as 
state and county agent, in the m atter 
of the claim of the state for indemnity 
for certain alleged swamp and over­ 
flowed lands in Franklin, Ford, Alex­ 
ander, Kankakee and Vermillion coun­ 
ties. 
The report of the agent is th at 
the state offered no proof. 
If the 
state had sn opportunity to prove 
these tracts swamp or overflowed and 
neglected to do so, it will certainly 
n o t be allowed to come in at this late 
day and complain. 
There m ust be an 
end to these m atters some time: but it 
can never come if the state or its 
agents are to be perm itted to try the 
case by piecemeal. 
This proceeding 
was had before the prom ulgation of 
the instructions of Sept 18, 
1891, 
which require a waiver on the part of 
the state of all claims for indemnity 
under the acts in question, on account 
of the failure to" secure title to other 
sw am p lands, if there be such in 
tow nships where the present claims 
originate. 
For these reasons the sec­ 
retary affirms the decision of the land 
office, which also affects a numbed of 
sim ilar claims now pending.

inridge side in the breach-of-promise 
case won a victory yeste>dav when 
Judge Bradley decided upon the ad­ 
missibility* of depositions impeaching 
the character of Madeline 
Pollard, 
which the Breckinridge forces had of­ 
fered, and to which the plaintiff opposed 
numerous objections. 
Regarding the 
sweeping denial of the right to take 
any depositions under the act of con­ 
gress creating” the court, the judge said 
that 
the 
judiciary 
act 
of 
1879 
conferred the right in broad terms 
upon any party* to any 
civil act 
in any court of the United States. 
It could not lie disputed th at this was 
a court of the United States, and the 
fact th at tile court had always main­ 
tained th at right would justify him in 
continuing to enforce it until a higher 
court overruled the practice. 
There 
W’ere other grounds upon which he 
sustained the regularity of the deposi­ 
tions as a w hole. 
Objection had been made to the de­ 
position of one Brand, because he re­ 
fused to answer certain questions con­ 
cerning a woman who had introduced 
him to Miss Pollard, saying th at he 
did 
not 
w ant to “give away” a 
married woman, and then persisted 
th at he did not know her name. 
The 
judge said th at it appeared th at in­ 
stead of refusing to answer, the man 
did not know or was lying. The direct 
examination 
of 
the 
witness 
had 
brought out nothing derogatory to the 
plaintiff. 
The judge overruled this 
objection, rem arking th at there was 
nothing reflecting upon Miss Pollard 
in the testimony, unless it was th at 
she had consented to associate with 
such a disreputable character as the 
witness admitted himself to be. 
The deposition of one Kaufman was 
also admitted, but the judge spoke 
very sharply of these last two, saying 
th at they were utterly unfit to be read 
before the court; th at he would gladly 
exclude them if he could, and ex-

pressed the hope th at the counsel 
would see fit to omit the disgracefully 
obscene m atter in them.

N o r t h J« u n m o w n , March 27.— Abi- 
a th a Johnson was born in W est B eth­ 
any, Genesee county. New York, and 
died a t his hem e in Lima, 
Sunday 
m orning, M arch 18, aged nearly sev­ 
enty-seven years. 
He w as taken w ith 
a chill on Tuesday evening b ut was 
able to be up the most of th e time. On 
Saturday evening he retired as usual, 
and a t tw o o'clock his daughter gave 
him his medicine. 
When 6he w ent to

ballot, he must write the name in the blank space under the printed name of 
the candidate for the offiOe and make a (X) cross in the square at the right on 
it. 
The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. 
If the ballot be 
spoiled it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who m ast issue another iu its 
stead, bat not more than three in all to any one voter. 
Five minutes’ tim e is 
allowed in booth to mark ballot. 
Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist 
the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth and may be used 
to copy from. 
The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see how 
it has been marked by the voter. 
After it is marked it should be folded so 
that the inside cannot be seen but so that the printed endorsement and signa­ 
tures of the ballot clerks on outside may be seen. 
Then the voter should pass 
out of the booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, 
hand him his ballot to be placed in the box and pass out of the voting place.
